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REPORT  FROM  THE  ROUND  ROOM  -  1986 

The  thrust  of  this  1986  Annual  Report  is  to  focus  on  the  changes  that 
are  going  on  within  the  Town  of  Sutton  AND  to  point  out  that  we  are  not 
alone,  that  change  is  everywhere  across  New  Hampshire. 

SUTTON  is  a  community  in  the  BEST  of  TIMES,  and  the  WORST  of 
TIMES.  This  theme  is  borrowed  from  the  1986  Annual  Meeting  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Municipal  Association,  in  turn  having  its  origin  in  Charles 
Dickens'  ''A  Tale  of  Two  Cities." 

"These  have  been  the  BEST  of  TIMES  for  towns  and  cities  in  New 
Hampshire  in  many  ways.  Clearly  the  national  economy  has  contributed  a 
great  deal  to  these  times,  principally  in  lower  interest  rates.  Housing,  com- 
mercial and  industrial  development  has  boomed,  expanding  the  local  pro- 
perty tax  base;  the  business  climate  has  resulted  in  new  products  and  ser- 
vices and,  most  importantly,  jobs.  All  of  this  has  generated  higher  disposable 
incomes  to  bolster  the  recreation  and  tourism  industry  of  our  state." 

"Equally  as  clear,  however,  is  the  WORST  of  TIMES  scenario  in  which 
growth  and  development  —  spurred  by  lower  interest  rates  —  is  once  again 
changing  the  face. .  .and  life  styles. .  .and  values. .  .of  our  villages,  towns 
and  cities.  Communities,  who  like  middle-aged  parents,  believed  they  had 
passed  the  threshold  of  buying  new  schools,  are  buying  them  anew.  Massive 
public  investment  in  new  roads,  bridges  and  highways  looms  on  the  horizon 
to  handle  the  traffic  congestion;  more  millions  are  demanded  for  pollution 
abatement  while  at  the  same  time  Congress  works  to  scale  down  its  commit- 
ment to  sharing  the  costs.  — More  trash,  junked  cars,  old  tires  and  toxic 
substances  demand  millions  of  dollars  in  public  investment  to  dispose  in  an 
environmentally  sound  manner.  The  nation-wide  liability  crisis  has  doubled 
and  tripled  municipal  insurance  costs.  The  time  demanded  of  locally  elected 
officials  has  become  extraordinary  for  positions  which  offer  no  compensa- 
tion or  token  remuneration  —  selectmen,  councilors,  planning  board  members 
—  and  their  exposure  to  lawsuits  has  risen  geometrically.  The  New  Hamp- 
shire tradition  of  citizen-government  and  volunteerism  is  in  grave  jeopardy, 
not  only  in  policy-making  roles,  but  also  in  emergency  services ...  the  latter 
spurred  by  changing  work  patterns  of  people,  the  daytime  vacancy  role  of 
our  communities,  working  spouses  and  the  complexity  of  training  necessary 
to  meet  higher  expectations  of  service."  (1) 

That  is  how  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association  Executive  Direc- 
tor, John  B.  Andrews  views  what  is  going  on  State-wide  —  AND  it  is  going 
on  here,  VIZ.

HOW  WE  HAVE  GROWN  STATE-WIDE: 

*  New  Hampshire  grew  nearly  twice  as  fast  as  the  national  average  from 
1974  to  1984. 

*  Total  number  of  dwellings  in  New  Hampshire  increased  50%  between 
1979  and  1984. 

The  number  of  building  permits  issued  in  New  Hampshire  in  1985  alone 
was  17,769,  which  could  build  a  city  larger  than  Concord. 

*  State  population  is  projected  to  grow  26%  between  now  and  2000,  the 
equivalent  of  nearly  four  times  the  size  of  the  city  of  Nashua.        (2)

IN  TERMS  OF  NUMBERS  OF  PEOPLE: 

In  terms  of  numbers  of  PEOPLE,  this  is  what  is  going  on  as  nearly  as 
can  be  determined.  The  statistics  are  prepared  by  the  Office  of  State  Plan- 
ning, published  October  1985  —  "New  Hampshire  Population  Projections 
for  Cities  and  Towns."  This  is  the  first  update  of  figures  first  published  in 
April  1981.  Overall,  the  new  projections  reflect  higher  growth  trends  over 
the  thirty-year  period  as  compared  to  the  previous  forecasts. 

In  the  tables  below,  the  Towns  selected  are  those  immediately  surroun- 
ding the  borders  of  SUTTON.  Wilmot  and  Newbury  have  the  highest  percen- 
tage of  growth  projected.  SUTTON  is  similiar  to  its  neighbors:  Bradford, 
Warner  and  New  London;  also  SUTTON  is  close  in  percentage  of  growth 
to  Merrimack  County  as  a  whole.  But,  in  any  case,  Growth  is  "the  name 
of  the  game."

IT  IS  HAPPENING  HERE!! 

IT  HAS  HAPPENED  IN  SOUTHERN  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

IT  MEANS  (potentially)  LOSS  OF  OUR  RURAL  ATMOSPHERE  —  un- 

crowded  conditions,  peace  and  quiet. 

From  the  perspective  of  an  outsider,  this  is  how  New  Hampshire  looks 
to  a  student  of  preservation  from  Pennsylvania: 

"If  you  happen  to  miss  the  'Welcome  To/Bienvenue  Au  New  Hamp- 
shire' sign  at  the  border,  it  may  be  another  half  hour  before  you  realize  that 
you  have  left  Massachusetts.  1-93  continues  along  the  same  high  embank- 
ment, with  the  same  limp  deciduous  trees,  fast-food  restaurants,  hotels,  and 
raw  new  technoparks  at  its  feet.  The  day  I  arrived  in  New  Hampshire,  it  was 
the  place  names  that  warned  me  first;  Nashua  and  Londonderry  looked  the 
same,  but  were  not  the  names  of  Massachusetts  towns.  Only  farther  north, 
towards  Concord,  does  the  highway  narrow  to  two  lanes.,  with  thick  slices 
of  granite  pushing  up  on  the  median  strip,  and  the  smell  of  pine  blowing 
through  the  car  window  to  let  you  know  you  have  come  into  a  different 
place." 

"The  New  Hampshire  I  have  come  to  know  this  summer  is  a  state  long- 
ing for  the  economic  benefits  brought  by  its  present  growth,  yet  fearful  of 
the  changes  this  growth  will  bring  and,  in  my  observation,  a  state  barely  aware 
of  the  elements  which  contribute  to  its  unique  character.  In  New  Hampshire, 
the  'Live  Free  or  Die'  license  motto  translates  into  the  refusal  of  many  growing 
towns  to  pass  zoning  ordinances.  —In  New  Hampshire,  towns  encourage 
development  to  raise  needed  tax  income,  while  citizens  buy  bumper  stickers 
which  say  'Welcome  to  New  Hampshire.  Now  go  Home.'" 
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'This  seeming  state-wide  schizophrenia  is  partly  the  result  of  a  recently 
revitalized  area  wanting  everything  it  always  had,  but  now  money,  too.  Many 
New  Hampshire  citizens,  accustomed  to  the  slower  pace  of  former  times, 
do  not  fully  understand  how  important  careful  management  of  both  the  new 
and  the  historic  built  environment  can  be  until  irrevocable  miscalculations 
have  destroyed  the  special  sense  of  place  which  makes  their  portion  of  New 
Hampshire  'home.'"  (3)

*  Proposals  are  in  place  on  the  ballot  for  this  Town  Meeting  —  Zoning 
Ordinance  changes  aiming  to  preserve  the  rural  character  of  the  Town. 

*  The  Master  Plan  is  in  preparation. 

*  Petitions  for  Scenic  Roads  (two)  have  a  place  in  the  Warrant. 

*  As  a  community  we  should  be  looking  at  how  we  can  participate  in 
and  help  the  "Trust  For  New  Hampshire  Lands  Project;"  and  how  we 
can  create  our  own  land  protection  program.  There  is  legislation  pen- 
ding which  calls  for  a  major  portion  of  the  funding  to  be  available  to 
towns  and  cities  for  their  own  acquisition  projects.  The  Trust  will  offer 
assistance  to  communities  wishing  to  undertake  their  own  inventories 
of  land  of  local  importance. 

Some  events  that  stick  out  above  and  beyond  the  routines  of  the  Round 
Room: 

Tax  Appeals 

Two  major  appeals  were  made  to  the  N.H.  Board  of  Tax  and  Land  Ap- 
peals after  our  denial  for  abatements.  The  decision  in  both  cases  favored 
the  appellants.  This  Board,  and  the  appraiser  from  the  Department  of 
Revenue  Administration  who  set  the  valuations  in  the  beginning,  attended 
these  hearings.  One  of  the  cases  so  impressed  the  Tax  Appeal  Board  that 
it  was  referred  to  the  Association  of  Tax  Assessors  as  a  model  to  be  "re- 
played" at  the  N.H.  Municipal  Association  Convention  in  December.  We 
travelled  to  Manchester  and  "played"  our  parts  again  for  an  audience  of 
Selectmen  and  Appraisers  from  all  over  the  State.  Our  attendance  and  par- 
ticipation in  the  hearings  before  the  Tax  Appeal  Board  is  the  ingredient  that 
makes  the  appeals  different  from  many  towns  where  the  Selectmen  do  not 
attend. 

Boston  Post  Cane 

On  May  15,  1986  we  presented  the  cane  to  Chester  A.  Wright  at  the 
Extended  Care  Unit  at  New  London.  He  was  attended  by  his  son  and 
daughter,  and  he  was  thrilled  to  receive  it.  The  words  at  the  presentation 
accompany  his  picture.  The  prior  holder  of  the  cane,  Gertrude  M.  Mitchell, 
held  it  from  December  1985  to  March  1,  1986.

We  love  you,  we  respct  you,  we  are  proud  of  you:  for  your  Wright  family 
roots  on  the  hills  at  Blaisdell  Lake,  for  your  own  family;  your  "Trained  Dog 
and  Vaudeville  Show";  your  book:  "Shows  of  By  Gone  Days";  your 
Museum;  your  long  and  faithful  operation  of  your  store.  At  your  store  you 
were  always  eager  to  post  the  Town  Warrant  and  to  distribute  the  Town 
Reports,  and  annually  ready  with  the  question:  "are  we  going  to  have  a  Town 
Meeting  this  year?" 

We  are  pleased  to  entrust  the  Boston  Post  gold-headed  cane  to  you  and 
your  faithful  companion  "Willie."  You  are  the  twentieth  recipient  of  the 
cane  since  it  was  given  to  the  Town  by  that  newspaper  in  1909.  It  has  been 
held  by  a  long  line  of  distinguished  citizens  from  the  first  one,  Sullivan 
Morgan,  and  including  George  Wiley,  Leonard  Dresser,  Hattie  Smiley,  Ad- 
die  and  Carl  Nelson,  Arthur  Davis,  Luke  Cheney  and  Sherman  Felch. 

With  respect  and  pleasure  we  give  you  this  cane,  and  trust  that  you  are 
proud  to  receive  this  distinctive  honor,  and  will  display  and  use  it  with  dignity.

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Kezar  Shore  Apartments 

The  problems  concerning  the  apartment  building  at  Kezar  Lake,  North 
Sutton  have  been  ongoing  for  numbers  of  years.  In  September  a  public  hear- 
ing was  held  on  an  application  for  a  Building  Permit.  This  meeting  was  at- 
tended by  a  large  crowd  to  hear  the  presentation  of  applicants  and  lawyers 
on  both  sides.  The  decision  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  denial  of  the 
Building  Permit.  Events  occurred  rapidly  thereafter,  terminating  in  the  pur- 
chase of  the  property  by  a  family  who  have  had  the  building  demolished, 
and  who  may  build  a  home  on  that  site.  With  mixed  emotions  we  watched 
the  wrecking  of  the  building,  a  long-standing  landmark  in  the  Village,  known 
for  many  years  as  the  "Follansbee  Inn,"  a  good  hostelry;  but  the  structure 
in  recent  time  has  fallen  into  disrepair  and  become  an  eyesore. 
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Current  Use  Records 

A  new  record  card  was  made  of  each  property  under  Current  Use  Assess- 
ment, 270  of  them.  Also,  the  valuation  on  each  of  these  properties  was  ad- 
justed to  the  prevailing  equalization  percentage,  89%.  That  is,  this  class  of 
taxpayers  received  an  11%  reduction  in  the  valuation  of  their  land,  this  in 
accordance  with  the  Regulations  pertaining  to  Current  Use  Assessment. 

All  Current  Use  property  records  were  updated  by  the  addition  of  in- 
formation of  the  date,  and  recorded  Book  and  Page  of  the  Current  Use  lien 
against  each  property.  That  is,  we  have  a  computerized  list  with  owners  name, 
account  number,  tax  map  number,  Ad  Valorem  value,  site  value,  acreage, 
and  value  in  each  Current  Use  category,  and  the  lien  information  of  date, 
recorded  Book/Page,  and  in  whose  name  the  lien  was  originally  made.  Values 
and  area  are  readily  summarized  by  the  computer  and  then  available  to  be 
used  in  filling  out  State  forms  needed  for  Tax  Rate  information. 

Executive  Secretary 

(Prepared  by  Selectmen  Palmer  and  Prince) 

The  Budget  Committee  suggested  a  year  ago  that  the  time  had  come 
when  the  Selectmen  should  have  an  Executive  Secretary.  We  concurred  and 
the  Town  appropriated  $12,000  for  this  purpose.  A  job  description  was 
prepared  and  the  position  advertised.  While  working  up  a  job  description, 
Bob  Bristol  stated  that  he  would  like  the  other  Selectmen  to  consider  him 
as  an  applicant.  Four  candidates,  plus  Bob  were  interviewed  and  it  was  deter- 
mined by  us  that  Bob  was  the  best  choice  of  all  the  candidates.  Discussions 
with  the  Town  Attorney  and  the  Personnel  Director  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Municipal  Association  determined  the  legality  and  appropriateness  of  hav- 
ing a  Selectman  also  be  the  Executive  Secretary.  Nevertheless,  we  made  the 
appointment  only  through  March  11,  1987  so  any  problems  with  conflict  of 
interest  could  be  determined  and  resolved.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  no 
problems  have  surfaced,  and  none  are  expected.  We  believe  that  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  Town  have  been  served  by  having  Bob  in  this  position,  as  well 
as  a  Selectman. 

Storage  Area 

The  long  hallway  in  the  rear  of  the  balcony  of  the  Main  Hall,  or,  if  you 
will,  the  access  hall  to  the  second  floor  Round  Room,  has  had  a  face-lifting. 
It  has  been  painted  white,  new  lights  installed  (connected  to  a  switch  by  the 
door)  and  racks  built.  This  place  has  been  a  dungeon  where  old  files,  extra 
Town  Reports,  and  God-knows-what-all  has  been  stored.  Dusty  and  dark, 
if  one  tried  one  could  not  find  anything  there.  New  storage  boxes,  of  uniform 
size,  and  marked  on  the  outside  as  to  their  contents  are  placed  on  the  racks; 
we  trust  that  it  will  now  be  possible  to  retrieve  papers  of  all  sorts  that  were 
taking  up  the  tiny  amount  of  space  in  the  Round  Room,  but  were  things 
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that  were  not  to  the  point  of  being  thrown  away. 

Many  of  the  papers  in  the  upstairs  room  will  reach  their  statutory  life's 
end  and  should  be  disposed  of  as  they  expire,  thus  preventing  a  continual 
accumulaton  that  is  unnecessary. 

Microfilming 

Up  through  1985  records,  we  are  up-to-date  on  microfilming  what  is 
required  by  Statute.  In  addition  all  the  tax  maps  that  we  have  have  been  put 
on  micro  dupli-cards.  In  reviewing  the  Current  Use  records,  we  discovered 
how  invaluable  it  is  to  refer  to  the  old  tax  maps  to  learn  what  parcel  is 
designated  in  an  old  Current  Use  application.  The  micro  copy  of  these  maps 
will  provide  ready  access,  save  on  storage  space,  and  preserve  a  valuable 
record.  The  tax  maps  are  bulky  paper  copies,  but  will  be  kept  in  map  storage 
files  in  the  rehabilitated  storage  room  on  the  second  floor. 


CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS,  or  TRUSTEES 

Surprise!  New  officers,  Cemetery  Trustees,  or  Commissioners  are  in- 
cluded on  the  ballot  for  the  Election  of  Officers. 

These  Trustees  are  required  by  Law  RSA  31 :22  "All  such  trusts  (funds 
for  care  of  cemeteries,  or  any  lot  therein)  SHALL  be  administered  by  a  board 
of  trustees.  One  truste  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  each  annual  town  meeting 
for  a  term  of  3  years." 

Funds  raised  by  taxation  for  maintenance  of  public  cemeteries;  " — shall 
be  held  by  and  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  town's  cemetery  trustees, 
elected  pursuant  to  RSA  31:22-23.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  supervise  all  such 
cemeteries  to  the  end  that  the  said  funds  may  be  so  expended  as  best  to  serve 
the  purposes  for  which  they  are  raised."  From  Section  7  of  Chapter  289. 

The  Cemetery  Trustees  have  authority  for  expenditure  of  income  from 
cemetery  trust  funds;  the  Attorney  General's  office  ruling:  " — that  if  the 
income  is  available  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  are  bound  to  honor  all 
vouchers  presented  by  the  Cemetery  Trustees  for  work  done  on  the  lots 
involved." 

"The  Worst  of  Times"  showed  up  in  the  Budget  process  where  the 
pressure  of  growth,  the  need  to  expand  services,  the  strain  on  volunteerism 
became  all  too  apparent.  The  Budget  Committee  worked  long  and  hard  (they 
really  did),  listened  to  everyone's  wishes  and  then  made  some  hard  decisions 
on  the  needs  versus  wishes.  You  can  see  where  the  cuts  were  made,  how  the 
1987  proposed  appropriations  compare  with  1986,  etc.  —  the  whole  story 
is  in  the  budget  pages  —  a  copy  of  the  form  just  as  it  will  be  sent  to  the 
D.R.A.  (Department  of  Revenue  Administration  of  N.H.)  is  printed  on  pages 
64  through  67. 
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"The  Worst  of  Times"  were  also  apparent  as  the  Committee  struggled 
with  the  significant  sums  of  money  that  are  the  projected  needs  for  roads, 
bridges,  Town  Hall,  Highway  Equipment,  Police  Equipment,  Revaluation, 
and  on  and  on,  —  and  on.  It  was  pointed  out  in  the  discussions  that  some 
day  the  Tax  Payers  would  have  to  "bite  the  bullet,"  and  that  these  heavy 
expenditures  could  not  be  put  off  year  after  year. 

Below  are  comments  about  cuts  and  raises  in  the  budget  in  a  general- 
sort-of-way,  but  for  further  information  you  should  ask  questions  at  Town 
Meeting.  There  is  too  much  detail  to  try  to  make  a  full  explanation  in  these 
pages  —  the  "Round  Room"  would  fill  the  whole  Town  Report! 

The  "net"  budget,  i.e.  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxes  is  59%  higher 
in  1987  than  in  1986: 

Gross  Budget,  1986  $     500,176.00      in  1987     $     590,087.00 

Less  Revenues,  1986  292,760.00      in  1987  259,938.00 

Net  amount  to  be  raised 

by  taxes  $     207,416.00  $     330,149.00 

That  makes  PLUS  $122,733.00  or  PLUS  59% 

"The  Best  of  Times"  comes  into  the  story  at  this  point  as  with  growth 
comes  the  chance  to  tax  new  assessables,  so  the  59%  increase  will  be  spread 
around  over  more  valuation  —  at  this  writing  it  is  impossible  to  predict  how 
much  more  valuation  there  will  be! 

Article  1 

GENERAL  GOVERNMENT 

Salaries  —  cash  salary  for  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  to  be  paid  on  a 
regular  time  schedule,  and  not  based  on  fees  as  previously;  an  increase  for 
the  Treasurer  of  $1,000.00.  A  separate  allowance  made  to  pay  the  Deputy 
Clerk/Collector  in  addition  to  the  regular  Clerk/Collector's  salary. 

Planning  —  large  increase  due  to  request  for  money  for  the  Master  Plan 
and  for  legal  help  to  clean  up  the  language  in  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  Budget 
cuts  appear  to  be  aimed  at  the  Master  Plan  and/or  legal  assistance. 

Officers'  Expenses  —  increase  due  to  anticipated  appraisal  costs  on  new 
lots,  new  buildings;  purchase  of  a  new  set  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated 
to  replace  our  completely  out-dated  ones,  microfilming  of  records,  and 
restoration  of  the  original  Town  parchment  Proprietors'  Plan.  There  were 
cuts  by  the  Committee  in  the  area  of  clerical/bookkeeping  help  with  a  man- 
date to  phase  out  that  part  of  the  secretarial  help. 

HIGHWAYS 

Town  Maintenance  —  due  to  regular  wage-scale  increases  and  percen- 
tage raises  due  to  State  pay  rates  the  labor  costs  are  to  be  higher.  Costs  of 
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1987  winter's  severe  weather  are  reflected  because  of  overtime,  extra  cutting 
edges  for  plows,  replenishing  the  sand  stockpile,  salt,  etc.,  etc. 

General  Expenses  —  the  main  garage  roof  needs  to  be  shingled,  east  side. 

Street  Lights  —  up  on  account  of  increase  in  rates  from  the  Electric  Com- 
pany. The  Budget  Committee  cut  out  a  program  that  was  proposed  to  up- 
date and  upgrade  some  of  the  lighting  to  sodium  lamps,  especially  at  intersec- 
tions, and  to  move  fixtues  that  are  no  longer  in  suitable  locations.  This  would 
have  cost  $500  more  annually. 

SANITATION 

Solid  Waste  Disposal  —  costs  added  for  removal  of  scrap  metals,  tires, 
etc.  including  the  baling  of  some  waste  materials. 

WELFARE 

General  Assistance:  new  statutes  have  cut  out  certain  programs  that 
Towns  had  to  pay  for,  e.g.  Old  Age  Assistance,  but  in  spite  of  the  "the  Best 
of  Times"  requests  for  direct  aid  have  increased  and  Towns  are  liable  for 
anyone  and  everyone  who  applies  for  help  with  no  residence  requirement 
stipulated. 

DEBT  SERVICE 

The  note  totalling  $30,000.00  for  Town  Hall  remodeling  that  was 
authorized  at  the  1986  meeting  is  to  be  paid  off  over  three  years  at  $10,000.00 
per  year,  first  payment  in  1987.  The  money  was  borrowed  at  5.5%  and  pen- 
ding the  start  of  the  project.  It  is  invested  in  a  Certificate  of  Deposit  at  6. 15% 
until  June  15,  1987. 

Interest  charges  on  Tax  Anticipation  Notes  appear  large,  but  are  more 
than  offset  by  interest  received  on  temporary  investment  of  the  money  derived 
from  the  Notes,  NOW  interest,  interest  on  taxes,  and  interest  on  Tax  Sales 
Redeemed,  or  $36,000.00  versus  $23,700.00  spent. 

PAYMENTS  to  CAPITAL  RESERVE  FUNDS 

The  Capital  Reserve  Fund  section  has  been  "adjusted"  —  this  budget 
proposes  to  put  more  money  in  the  Bridge  Fund  as  there  looms  some  heavy 
expenses  for  the  repair  and/or  replacement  of  bridges.  The  numbers  of 
DOLLARS  are  real,  large  and  staggering. 

Article  2 

The  proposed  purchase  of  a  truck  for  the  Highway  Department  would 
be  fully  equipped  and  ready  for  work.  Considerable  "shopping  around"  has 
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been  done  to  provide  this  price.  The  old  truck,  1978,  would  not  be  traded, 
but  sold  at  private  sale  (bids,  of  course). 

Article  3 

The  "philosophy"  behind  this  article  is  to  get  money  directly  onto  a 
particular  road  project.  From  the  sum  listed  in  the  "Not  Recommended" 
column,  line  82  of  the  Budget  you  see  that  the  Committee  felt  compelled 
to  cut  $250,000  from  the  original  proposal,  which  was  for  a  bond  or  note 
issue  for  a  multi-road  program.  It  is  contemplated  to  get  bids  from  private 
contractors  to  perform  the  work  on  the  road(s)  chosen  for  the  project(s); 
because  it  is  felt  that  the  regular  crew  has  enough  to  do  already.  Everyone 
will  think  that  his  is  the  road  where  the  money  should  be  spent;  priorities 
have  been  suggested  already,  but  circumstances  might  force  the  best  laid  plans 
to  be  altered;  viz.  new  construction  of  homes  on  a  Class  VI  or  long-neglected 
Class  V  road  might  change  the  present  thinking. 

Article  4 

The  question  of  a  retirement  plan  for  Highway  Department  employees 
has  been  'around  for  a  long  time;'  in  fact  it  was  voted  at  1970  Town  Meeting. 
Since  this  vote  is  stale  (to  say  the  least)  and  because  there  is  a  definite  pro- 
posal to  participate  in  a  certain  plan  as  outlined  in  this  Article,  a  vote  on 
the  issue  is  requested  this  year. 

The  plan  is  the  choice  of  the  present  employees  of  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment. The  plan  is  administered  by  the  ICMA  Retirement  Corporation.  It 
is  a  deferred  compensation  plan;  that  is,  an  employee's  deferred  income  is 
deposited  into  the  individual's  R.C.  account  through  a  payroll  deduction, 
plus  the  Town's  share  and  the  funds  are  invested  (by  ICMA)  in  a  trust  fund 
of  the  employee's  choice. 

The  payments,  5%  from  employee,  5%  from  the  Town  are  limited  to 
the  base  of  the  gross  forty  (40)  hour  regular  weekly  pay.  The  eligibility  of 
the  employee  is  established  when  each  individual  shall  have  completed  six 
(6)  months  of  uninterrupted  service.  Enrollment  in  the  plan  is  at  the  option 
of  the  employee. 

It  is  planned  to  include  in  the  Employer's  Agreement  with  the  ICMA 
Retirement  Corp.  that  the  employee  becomes  fully  vested  of  the  funds  in 
his  name  after  ten  (10)  years.  Prior  to  ten  years,  he  may  remove  only  his 
portion  of  the  fund,  or,  at  his  option,  leave  it  invested  until  retirement. 

Article  5  (Craig) 

The  question  in  this  Article  is  the  reimbursement  of  the  purchase  price 
to  the  buyers  of  property  from  the  Town  via  a  Tax  Collector's  Deed. 
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The  property  (the  former  Lawrence  W.  Partridge,  Jr.  land  and  buildings) 
was  originally  "taken"  by  a  Tax  Collector's  deed  to  the  Town  dated  August 
31,  1983.  Town  Meeting  1984  considered  the  issue  of  selling  this  parcel,  and 
the  former  owner  was  given  some  terms  within  a  six-month  period  to  recover 
the  premises.  Conditions  were  not  met  and  the  Town  proceeded,  under  the 
authority  of  the  1984  vote,  to  advertise  for  bids  and  accepted  one  in  the 
amount  of  $4,000.00  from  Parker  and  Edythe  Craig.  The  Town  conveyed 
to  the  Craigs  by  Quitclaim  deed  dated  April  8,  1985. 

The  Craigs  have  been  beset  with  title  problems  since  their  acquisition 
of  this  property  and  they  have  pursued  many  ways  to  straighten  out  the  mat- 
ter. They  have  not  succeeded  and  they  are  willing  to  proceed  to  try  to  pur- 
chase from  the  abutting  owner,  or  by  lawsuits,  or  whatever  means  may  be 
necessary  to  perfect  the  title.  The  Craigs  have  stated  that  "(they)  would  be 
doubly  pleased  if  (they)  could  recover  any  of  (their)  expenses  in  this  matter, 
and  in  return  would  give  a  Quitclaim  deed  to  the  Town." 

The  Town's  title  to  the  property  is  flawed;  the  conveyance  to  the  Craigs 
is  by  Quitclaim  deed  for  only  what  right,  title  and  interest  the  Town  acquired 
by  the  Tax  Collector's  deed.  It  is  a  "judgement  call"  and  a  question  of  a 
moral  obligation  on  the  Town's  part  on  the  appropriation  requested  in  this 
Article  to  reimburse  the  Craigs  the  purchase  price. 

Article  6 

The  matter  of  improvements  at  the  Town  Hall  is  one  of  the  anticipated 
heavy  expenditures  threatened  with  being  put  off  year  after  year;  one  of  the 
places  where  the  Tax  Payers  will  have  to  "bite  the  bullet,"  some  day.  Under 
this  Article  6  it  is  asked  that  the  voters  in  Town  Meeting  assembled  give  con- 
sideration to  the  program  outlined  here. 

This  is  a  new  proposal  for  an  addition  to  the  Town  Hall  and  some  in- 
terior renovations.  Last  year's  proposal  as  accepted  was  for  internal  changes 
plus  ramps  for  handicapped  access. 

The  new  proposal  is  taking  a  view  of  present  needs  and  provides  for 
some  expansion  in  the  future.  The  changed  planning  addresses  some  valid 
criticism  expresssed  at  last  year's  Town  Meeting:  more  space  for  more 
"departments,"  the  question  of  the  sewage  disposal,  etc. 

Please  refer  to  plans  and  the  perspective  printed  in  this  report  as  you 
read  the  following: 

1.  Addition  on  the  south  side  of  the  existing  building  —  good  exposure, 

some  solar  benefits. 

2.  A  "wing"  would  extend  easterly  to  make  the  street  entrances  visible  to 

anyone  approaching  the  building. 

3.  The  addition  made  to  blend  with  the  existing  structure  by  use  of  archways, 

brick  veneer  facade,  and  wooden  shingles  cut  to  resemble  the  slate 
shingles  of  the  Town  Hall.  Note:  the  addition  to  be  of  frame 
construction. 
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4.  Handicapped  access  at  two  levels  making  the  large  (first  floor)  and  small 

(basement)  assembly  halls  available  to  the  handicapped. 

5.  Office  space  for  present  and  for  future  expansion. 

6.  Centralized  Town  offices  in  a  business-like  atmosphere. 

7.  Main  Hall  becomes  usable  for  community  activities,  stage  productions, 

etc.  (Dressing  room  space,  toilet  facilities  at  rear  of  stage.) 

8.  Present  basement  hall  available  at  all  times  for  medium-sized  meetings. 

9.  Pre-school  room  on  ground  floor  in  the  addition  meets  code  requirements, 

has  better  access,  more  and  larger  windows  above  grade. 
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10.  Toilets  for  the  handicapped. 

1 1 .  Septic  system  to  be  new;  space  for  construction  assured  on  the  adjoining 

land. 

12.  Round  Room  to  become  a  meeting  place  for  committee-sized  groups. 

Room  furnished  and  decorated  in  suitable  1890  decor,  with  historic 
photos  displayed,  and  the  center  piece  being  the  restored  original  Pro- 
prietor's Plan.  The  vault  to  be  used  for  historical  records  and  books. 
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WHY  NOW? 

1 .  Presently  we  are  locked  into  carrying  out  the  program  that  was  voted 

last  year.  The  note  for  $30,000  has  been  borrowed  and  must  be  repaid. 
Money  cannot  be  taken  from  last  year's  appropriation  to  pay  for  the 
plans  for  this  new  proposal.  This  is  a  ruling  from  the  Department  of 
Revenue  Administration  as  the  two  projects  are  different  in  scope.  So 
it  is  now  that  if  there  is  to  be  any  change  in  direction,  it  must  be  made 
by  the  vote  on  this  Article  6. 

2.  Delaying  the  start  of  the  project  leads  to  increased  costs. 

3.  The  growth  in  the  Town  points  the  need  to  modernize  the  administrative 

facilities. 

4.  Need  for  more  space  for  the  Selectmen  than  the  Round  Room  provides. 

5.  Need  for  more  and  heated  space  for  the  Police  Department. 

6.  Provision  for  handicapped  access  is  mandated. 

7.  Dual  use  of  the  basement  meeting  room  means  that  the  people  at  func- 

tions of  the  Town  (Planning  Board,  Zoning  Board,  Budget  Commit- 
tee, etc.)  have  to  rearrange  and  set  up  furniture  in  that  room  each  time 
it  is  used. 

8.  The  Planning  Board  has  out-grown  the  wire  cage  used  to  store  their  plans 

and  records.

It  is  at  the  time  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  that  the  funds  voted  at 
the  1986  meeting  can  be  converted  to  the  new  project.  Until  that  time,  and 
without  the  change  of  course  outlined  above,  the  Town  is  committed  to  the 
proposal  of  last  year.  It  is  submitted  here  that  the  1986  proposal  is  short- 
term  in  nature,  and  that  this  new  proposal  has  a  long-term  view. 

Article  9 

This  Article  is  in  response  to  a  request  of  Chester  and  Suzanne  Ellison 
to  offer  the  site  of  the  Settler's  Oven,  so-called,  to  the  Town  as  a  gift  of 
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1 .23  acre  lot  in  the  Southfield  Subdivision.  Should  the  Town  vote  not  to  ac- 
cept this  gift,  it  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  Lot  11  in  that  subdivision  and 
shall  not  be  a  separate  lot  of  record.  The  foregoing  stipulations  are  part  of 
the  conditions  of  the  approval  of  the  Southfield  Subdivision. 

The  site  is  of  significant  historical  value  to  the  Town.  Called  "the  Oven" 
in  a  note  written  by  Arthur  E.  Davis  and  referenced  as  the  location  at  which 
the  first  (or  at  least  early)  settlers  are  thought  to  have  made  their  first  camp. 
Mr.  Davis,  a  Selectman  for  many  years,  lived  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Oven, 
lumbered  the  area  on  several  occasions,  and  thereby  kept  track  of  the  stone 
structure. 

The  site  has  been  examined  by  Mr.  Howard  R.  Sargent,  Professor  of 
Anthropology  at  Franklin  Pierce  College;  Mr.  Sargent  says  in  a  letter  dated 
November  22,  1985  to  Chester  Ellison: 

" — at  this  juncture  it  is  appropriate  to  report  that  our  investigation  has 
identified  an  18th  c  house  site.  That  it  represents  the  occupation  of  first  set- 
tlers, as  suggested  by  the  Davis  note,  cannot  be  stated  with  certainty,  though 
the  probability  is  quite  strong. . . 

In  our  estimation,  the  site  represent  a  cultural  resource  of  marked 
significance  in  the  continuing  history  of  Sutton,  because  it  provides  a  tangi- 
ble link  with  some  of  its  earliest  settlers.  If  properly  studied  it  can  yield  im- 
portant insights  into  the  nature  of  life  in  those  times  as  well  as  an  apprecia- 
tion of  the  adaptive  strategies  employed  by  those  people  to  meet  many 
challenges  of  life  on  the  frontier.  Such  data  are  not  only  of  local  interest, 
but  serve  as  well,  the  broader  and  theroretical  interest  of  archeologists  and 
historians.  In  a  very  real  sense,  therefore,  the  people  of  Sutton  have  in  their 
hands,  the  power  to  preserve  or  destroy  this  irreplaceable  record  of  human 
events  that  set  in  motion  the  founding  of  the  Town  of  Sutton. 

It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  the  Town's  people  will  provide  a  future  for 
their  past  by  making  provisions  for  the  site's  preservation  and  eventual 
investigation. . ." 

The  "Oven"  is  a  fragile  artifact  because  the  stones  are  laid-up  dry 
(without  mortar)  and  the  importance  of  the  structure  could  be  destroyed  by 
tipping  over  the  rocks,  or  removal  of  them.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  careless 
and  curious  persons  do  not  destroy  such  a  valuable  resource. 

Article  10 

This  Article  is  by  Petition. 

The  decision  on  this  question  is  by  majority  vote.  Although  not  specified 
in  the  petition,  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  intent  would  be  to  have  the  Plan- 
ning Board  consist  of  seven  members  as  at  present.  That  is,  six  members 
elected  and  one  Selectman  member  chosen  by  the  Selectmen  as  per  the  RSA 
cited. 

Adoption  of  the  election  method  at  this  Town  Meeting  means  that  the 
actual  election  does  not  take  place  until  the  next  annual  town  election,  March 
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1988.  That  is,  the  members  of  the  Planning  Board  would  be  appointed  until 
the  time  of  election  next  year,  or  members  on  the  present  board  whose  terms 
have  not  expired  would  continue  as  a  "lame  duck"  board. 

The  numbers  and  complexity  of  Statutes  pertaining  to  Planning  and  Land 
Use  Regulation  have  increased  enormously  in  recent  years.  This  mass  of  rules 
requires  careful  study  and  application  at  the  Planning  Board  level  in  towns. 
For  individual  members  this  means  personal  dedication  to  the  job,  to  study, 
to  make  diligent  inquiry  from  legal  sources,  to  attend  conferences  and 
seminars,  and  to  keep  up  with  frequent  changes.  A  good  grounding  in  the 
fundamentals  of  the  rules  and  regulations  protects  the  board  member  and 
the  town  as  each  is  exposed  to  lawsuits  at  every  board  meeting  and  with  every 
decision  along  the  way  from  the  application  for  a  subdivision  to  approval. 

The  present  method  of  appointment  of  Planning  Board  members  has 
served  us  well.  There  have  been  no  lawsuits.  The  numbers  of  people  willing 
to  volunteer  for  this  appointment  are  almost  nil,  and  without  candidates  on 
the  ballot  a  choice  would  have  to  be  made  by  appointment.  An  elected  per- 
son is  subject  to  a  certain  amount  of  pressure  to  perform  in  order  to  be  elected 
again,  or  to  fulfill  a  promise. 

Article  11  and  Article  12  ask  for  a  vote  of  the  Town  to  discontinue  two 

certain  highways  per  RSA  231:43. 

RSA  231:43  which  provides  for  the  discontinuance  of  roads: 
Power  to  Discontinue.  Any  Class  IV,  V  or  VI  highway,  or 
any  portion  thereof,  in  a  town  may  be  discontinued  by  vote 
of  a  town;  provided,  however,  that  any  highway  to  public 
waters,  or  portion  of  such  highway,  laid  out  by  a  commission 
appointed  by  the  governor  and  council,  shall  not  be  discon- 
tinued except  with  the  consent  of  the  governor  and  council 
and  provided  further  that  no  owner  of  land  shall,  without  his 
written  consent,  be  deprived  of  access  over  such  highway,  at 
his  own  risk. 

When  a  town  votes  to  discontinue  a  highway,  it  relinquishes  all  interests 
therein  and  the  abutters  are  relieved  of  the  burden  of  the  public  rights  across 
the  land.  Or,  to  put  it  another  way,  when  the  discontinuance  takes  place  by 
vote  of  the  Town  the  abutter(s),  who  are  presumed  to  have  ownership  to 
the  center  of  the  highway,  have  all  their  rights  back  and  the  public  no  longer 
has  rights  to  pass  on  the  highway. 


Article  11 

Article  11  re:  old  Rowell  Hill  Road,  there  is  only  one  owner  on  both 
sides  of  this  highway  the  entire  length  of  the  portion  proposed  for  disconti- 
nuance. To  anyone  looking  at  the  "highway"  or  the  apparent  former  loca- 
tion from  Harvey  Road  easterly  is  covered  with  grass  and  incorporated  en- 
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tirely  within  a  hay  field;  the  portion  easterly  from  the  field  to  the  Interstate 
right-of-way  is  filled  with  heaps  of  soil,  rocks  and  general  debris  left  from 
the  construction  of  the  Interstate,  and  is,  therefore,  impassable.  In  short  this 
part  of  old  Rowell  Hill  Road  no  longer  serves  a  public  purpose,  and  to  discon- 
tinue it  would  not  inconvenience  anyone,  nor  cut  off  access  to  anyone's 
property. 


Article  12 

Article  12  re:  part  of  old  Birch  Hill  Road.  This  is  the  part  of  Birch  Hill 
Road  lying  southerly  of  Route  #103  to  the  Sutton-Warner  Town  Line.  At 
the  time  the  present  #103  was  built  in  1937,  this  road  led  to  the  old  #103 
southerly  of  the  Town  Line.  The  point  where  this  old  Birch  Hill  Road  and 
103  meet  is  very  steep,  and  the  old  road  is  filled  with  boulders  and  debris 
from  the  construction  of  103,  thus  making  the  town  road  impassable.  Thus 
if  one  approaches  103  from  the  Town  Line  there  is  a  dead  end  at  this  physical 
barrier  with  no  possibility  of  a  turn-around.  The  one  owner  on  the  easterly 
side  and  the  two  owners  on  the  westerly  side  have  access  to  their  property 
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from  new  103  or  old  103.  Therefore,  this  section  of  old  Birch  Hill  Road  no 
longer  serves  a  public  purpose  and  to  discontinue  it  would  not  inconvenience 
anyone,  nor  cut  off  access  to  anyone's  property. 

Article  13 

Article  13  asks  for  a  vote  of  the  Town  to  discontinue  subject  to  gates 
and  bars  per  RSA  231:45. 

RSA  231:45  Any  Class  IV,  V  and  VI  highway,  or  any  por- 
tion thereof,  may  be  discontinued  as  an  open  highway  and 
made  subject  to  gates  and  bars,  by  vote  of  the  town.  Such  a 
discontinued  highway  shall  not  have  the  status  of  a  publicly 
approved  street. 

Discontinuance  subject  to  gates  and  bars  is  in  sharp  contrast  to  the  results 
which  occur  when  a  highway  is  discontinued.  While  it  is  true  that  such  a 
highway  shall  not  have  the  status  of  a  publicly  approved  street,  the  land  does 
not  revert  to  the  abutters.  If  a  highway  is  discontinued  subject  to  gates  and 
bars,  municipalities  are  relieved  of  all  obligation  to  maintain  and  all  liability 
for  damages  in  the  use  of  such  highways. 

Action  was  taken  at  the  1953  Town  Meeting  to  discontinue  a  portion 
of  this  highway  either  side  of  the  bridge,  the  same  distance  easterly  from 
the  east  end,  but  this  new  article  increases  the  distance  from  the  westerly 
end  of  the  bridge. 

Article  14  and  Article  15 


Two  petitions  to  designate  two  certain  roads  as  "Scenic  Roads"  result 
in  Article  14  and  15. 

It  appears  that  the  statutory  requirements  have  been  met:  1)  The  Peti- 
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tioners  in  each  case  are  ten  or  more  in  number,  they  are  voters  of  the  town, 
or  who  own  land  abutting  the  road.  2)  A  list  was  provided  to  the  Town  Clerk 
of  known  property  owners  whose  land  abuts  any  of  the  roads  in  the  peti- 
tions. 3)  Notification  by  the  Town  Clerk  of  all  abutters  along  the  road  within 
the  town  by  regular  mail  was  sent  within  ten  days  of  the  filing  of  the  petitions. 

The  designation  of  any  road  as  a  scenic  road  is  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  voters  voting  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Effect  of  designation  as  *  'Scenic  Road": 

1.  Any  repair,  maintenance,  reconstruction,  or  paving  work  with  respect 

thereto  may  not  involve  the  cutting  or  removal  of  trees,  or  the  destruc- 
tion of  stone  walls,  or  portions  thereof,  except  with  the  written  prior 
consent  of  the  Planning  Board,  or  any  other  official  municipal  body 
designated  by  the  meeting. 

2.  A  hearing  must  be  held  by  the  appropriate  board  prior  to  any  action  be- 

ing taken.  The  hearing  must  be  advertising  two  times  in  a  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  in  the  area;  the  second  publication  must  occur 
at  least  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  the  hearing.  The  advertisement  must 
state:  time,  place,  date,  and  purpose  of  the  hearing. 

3.  The  town  Road  Agent  is  allowed  to  remove  portions  of  trees,  shrubs, 

vegetation  and  other  obstructions  from  within  three  feet  of  the  main 
traveled  part  of  the  road  which  interfere  with  safe  travel  without  the 
consent  of  the  regulating  board.  In  an  emergency  situation,  the  Road 
Agent  may  cut  and  remove  trees  with  written  consent  of  the  Selectmen 
without  a  hearing. 

4.  A  tree  is  defined  for  purposes  of  scenic  roads  as  "any  woody  plant  which 

has  a  circumference  of  fifteen  (15)  inches,  or  more  at  a  point  four  (4) 
feet  from  the  ground." 

5.  Designation  of  a  road  as  a  "Scenic  Road"  does  not  affect  the  rights  of 

any  landowner  with  respect  to  work  on  his/her  own  property. 

Article  16 

This  Article  provides  for  the  implementation  of  the  Scenic  Road  Statute 
as  it  spells  out  the  municipal  body  that  is  to  be  responsible  for  holding 
the  public  hearings  on  repair,  maintenance,  reconstruction  work  prior 
to  its  being  done  when  it  involves  cutting  or  removal  of  trees,  or  destruc- 
tion of  stone  walls  on  a  road  designated  scenic.  This  means  the  work 
of  the  Road  Agent  that  involves  trees  and  walls;  and  also  work  of  an 
abutting  land  owner  before  he  tampers  with  walls,  or  the  trees  between 
the  wall  and  the  traveled  road.

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  amendment  #8  as  proposed 
by  the  Planning  Board  of  the  Town  of  Sutton  for  the  Town's 
Zoning  Ordinance:  "to  reduce  the  setback  requirements  in  the 
Residential  District  for  fences  unless  the  fence  is  of  solid  con- 
struction and  is  more  than  four  (4)  feet  high." 

10.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  amendment  #9  as  proposed 
by  the  Planning  Board  of  the  Town  of  Sutton  for  the  Town's 
Zoning  Ordinance:  "to  reduce  the  setback  requirements  in  the 
Rural-Agricultural  District  for  fences  unless  the  fence  is  of  solid 
construction  and  is  more  than  four  (4)  feet  high." 

11.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  amendment  #10  as  propos- 
ed by  the  Planning  Board  of  the  Town  of  Sutton  for  the 
Town's  Zoning  Ordinance:  "to  modify  the  definition  of  a  struc- 
ture by  deleting  fences  and  excluding  underground  systems  such 
as  septic  systems  and  wells."

The  clean  slate  of  no  fatalities  that  the  Sutton  Fire  Department  has  en- 
joyed since  its  beginning  was  broken  in  1986.  A  structure  fire  taking  the  life 
of  one  occupant  happened  in  December  and  at  the  same  time  another  fire 
was  reported  at  the  other  end  of  town.  Mutual  Aid  proved  to  be  a  blessing 
to  us  in  both  cases  and  also  our  new  truck  proved  to  be  very  practical. 

In  1986  we  were  also  plagued  with  people  burining  without  a  permit. 
The  law  is  "No  Burning  Between  The  Hours  Of  9  A.M.  to  5  P.M."  After 
5  p.m.  a  permit  from  the  Warden  is  needed  for  any  kindling  of  outside  fires. 
If  snow  is  covering  the  ground  no  permit  is  needed,  but  it  is  advised  to  call 
the  Warden  so  the  Department  will  not  be  called  when  someone  spots  the 
smoke. 

The  Fire  Department  wants  to  thank  the  Voters  and  Taxpayers  for  their 
continued  support.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1985  and  June  1986,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than  nor- 
mal. The  two  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children  and  fires  kind- 
led without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are 
preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  preven- 
tion. Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility 
of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations; 
however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest 
law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 
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If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  pay- 
ment starting  April  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that 
will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber 
tax  forms.

We  have  great  support  from  the  volunteer  Moms  and  Dads,  their  con- 
tributions, whether  nails  or  snacks  or  mopping  the  floor,  enable  the  Teacher 
and  Aide  to  be  free  to  concentrate  on  stimulating  the  minds  and  bodies  of 
the  children.  Also,  the  use  of  the  Pillsbury  Memorial  basement,  the  frequent 
trips  to  the  Sutton  Free  Library,  and  the  wonderful  next-door  neighbors  who 
put  up  with  our  romping  outdoor  play  are  so  very  much  appreciated.  It  is 
this  process  of  community  cooperation  and  support  that  allows  the  Sutton 
Cooperative  Pre-School  Center  to  continue  to  offer  the  children  of  your  town 
a  positive,  enriching  pre-school  experience.

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ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

The  year  1986  was  a  very  wet  season  that  slowed  up  several  projects, 
ditching,  sealing  and  shimming.  Between  the  rain  drops,  we  did  get  2.5  miles 
of  the  Newbury  Road  done,  600  yards  of  cold  patch  was  put  out  with  the 
grader,  then  sealed  with  8,100  gallons  of  tar  to  fill  in  the  cracks.  One-half 
mile  was  also  sealed  on  the  Roby  Road. 

Three-tenths  of  a  mile  was  rebuilt  on  Foothills  Road:  ditched,  new 
culverts  and  six  inches  of  crushed  gravel  were  added  to  help  improve  the  ride. 

Several  tons  of  crushed  gravel  were  added  to  various  roads  throughout 
town  to  help  with  the  spring  mud.  This  is  time-consuming  as  all  gravel  has 
to  be  trucked  from  out-of-town. 

The  rest  of  the  year  was  spent  cold  patching,  cutting  dead  trees  and 
brush,  replacing  old  culverts,  ditching,  mowing  road  sides  and  getting  our 
winter  sand  pile  at  the  sheds.

SUTTON  F.A.S.T.  SQUAD  -  1986 

The  Sutton  F.A.S.T.  (First  Aid  Stabilization  Team)  Squad  responded 
to  thirty-three  calls  in  1986.  Two  of  the  calls  —  both  accidents  on  1-89  — 
involved  the  emergency  medical  system  for  the  area.  E.M.T.'s  (Emergency 
Medical  Technicians)  from  Sutton,  Bradford  and  New  London  responded 
to  both  accidents.  Sutton  and  New  London  Fire  Departments  responded  to 
assist  in  patient  extraction.  New  London  Hospital  sent  a  doctor  and  nurses 
to  the  scene.  The  patients  were  transported  to  New  London  Hospital  and 
to  Mary  Hitchcock  Hospital  in  Hanover.  The  system  works,  many  different 
agencies  can  work  together  to  achieve  good  emergency  medical  care.  We  are 
fortunate  to  be  part  of  this  system. 

The  F.A.S.T.  Squad  can  be  dispatched  to  a  medical  emergency  by  call- 
ing 927-4422.  The  New  London  Ambulance  or  Bradford  Rescue  can  be  dispat- 
ched by  calling  the  same  number.  For  those  wishing  to  contact  the  Bradford 
Rescue  directly,  the  number  is  938-2233.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1986 

The  Planning  Board  meets  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesdays  of  the 
month  at  Pillsbury  Town  Hall  at  7:30  p.m.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the 
public. 

This  past  year  more  lots  were  approved  for  subdivision  than  in  the 
previous  five  years  combined.  The  Board  feels  growth  will  be  much  larger 
next  year.  On  the  Master  Plan  questionnaire,  94%  of  those  responding  check- 
ed that  they  would  like  Sutton  to  be  rural-residential  in  the  future.  The  most 
frequent  answer  for  why  Sutton  was  an  attractive  place  to  live  was  "uncrowd- 
ed  conditions."  Moreover,  Sutton  does  not  have  municipal  water  or  sewer 
facilities.  In  the  interest  of  orderly  growth  the  Board  voted  unanimously  to 
submit  to  the  voters  amendments  to  increase  lot  size  and  road  frontage 
requirements. 

In  April  work  was  started  on  updating  the  Master  Plan.  A  general 
meeting  was  held  to  establish  subcommittees  to  develop  a  questionnaire  to 
obtain  information  from  residents  and  landowners  as  to  how  they  want  the 
town  to  develop.  Out  of  550  questionnaires  distributed,  over  200  were  return- 
ed. Based  on  this  information  the  subcommittees  have  been  working  on  up- 
dating the  Master  Plan. 

The  Master  Plan  Committee  has  determined  that  it  would  be  to  the 
Town's  advantage  to  hire  a  consultant  to  review  the  subcommittee  work  and 
to  make  recommendations.  It  is  expected  that  the  Master  Plan  will  be  available 
for  public  hearings  during  1987. 

In  July  the  Planning  Board  adopted  site  plan  review  regulations.

ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1986

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOLID  WASTE  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

Investigations  during  the  past  year  have  given  members  of  the  Solid 
Waste  Study  Committee  a  basic  understanding  of  the  impact  of  trash  disposal 
at  the  Sutton  facility.  Of  particular  concern  is  the  impact  on  the  groundwater 
at  the  site  and  on  surface  waters  in  the  adjacent  Lane  River.  These  waters 
are  protected  by  regulations  of  the  N.H.  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Con- 
trol Commission.  Overall  operations  at  the  facility  are  licensed  by  the  Solid 
Waste  Bureau,  Waste  Management  Division,  Department  of  Environmen- 
tal Services.  In  operating  our  waste  facility,  we  must  adhere  to  regulations 
of  the  various  state  offices  and  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  whose 
purpose  is  to  insure  that  all  groundwaters  be  potentially  usable  as  water  sup- 
plies and  that  air  quality  meet  healthful  standards. 

Looking  to  its  long-term  disposal  needs,  the  Town,  ten  years  ago,  wise- 
ly began  incinerating  trash,  recycling  marketable  materials,  and  landfilling 
unburnables.  Glass  recycling  has  continued  through  the  years,  but  the  recycl- 
ing of  cans  and  paper  failed  due  to  falling  markets.  A  persistent  effort  to 
recycle  these  materials  through  the  N.H.  Resource  Recovery  Association  has 
been  unsuccessful. 

In  1985,  the  Selectmen  appointed  the  Solid  Waste  Study  Committee  to 
study  the  effects  of  disposal  at  the  solid  waste  facility  on  the  Lane  River, 
to  assess  the  situation  at  the  site  and  to  establish  short  and  long-range  plans 
for  solid  waste  disposal  in  the  Town.  The  Committee  invited  representatives 
from  the  N.H.  Bureau  of  Solid  Waste  Compliance  and  Enforcement  (cur- 
rently titled  the  Solid  Waste  Bureau)  to  visit  the  site  and  offer  suggestions. 
Two  engineers  from  the  State  inspected  the  site,  they  pointed  out  the  poten- 
tial for  pollution  and  the  need  for  groundwater  testing  in  accordance  with 
state  regulations.  The  Committee,  after  lengthy  discussion,  solicited  proposals 
for  a  hydrogeologic  study  at  the  site  from  several  engineering  firms.  Dufresne- 
Henry  of  Montpelier,  Vermont,  was  hired  to  conduct  the  study.  The  Select- 
men played  an  active  role  in  all  decisions,  with  the  Committee  serving  in  an 
advisory  capacity.  The  Town  backed  the  Committee's  recommendations  by 
appropriating  $10,500.00  at  the  1986  Town  Meeting  to  conduct  the 
hydrogeologic  study. 

in  December  1986,  Dufresne-Henry  presented  to  the  Committee  a  report 
covering  the  first  stage  of  the  hydrogeologic  evaluation  of  our  waste  facili- 
ty. To  make  this  evaluation,  19  backhoe  test  pits  were  excavated  at  locations 
throughout  the  site.  A  shallow  observation  well  was  placed  in  each  pit  to 
serve  as  a  short-term  monitoring  device  and  to  provide  information  for 
establishing  groundwater  contours.  Groundwater  contours  are  important  in 
determining  the  placement  of  permanent  monitoring  wells  in  the  future.  Water 
tests  were  conducted  on  samples  from  eight  of  the  shallow  wells  and  on  two 
surface  samples  from  the  Lane  River.  The  intent  of  this  sampling  was  to  ob- 
tain a  rough  assessment  of  groundwater  quality  at  a  low  cost.  Test  results 
indicate  that  disposal  operations  have  had  a  moderate  impact  on  ground-

water  quality  at  the  site,  but  have  had  no  measurable  impact  on  surface  water 
in  the  Lane  River.  Although  these  results  are  somewhat  encouraging,  we  em- 
phasize that  they  are  tentative  and  will  be  confirmed  or  modified  in  the  next 
phase  of  the  monitoring  program. 

The  second  phase  of  the  monitoring  program  will  begin  with  the  installa- 
tion of  four  to  six  permanent  wells  from  which  water  samples  will  be  tested 
regularly.  The  state  requires  annual  testing  for  a  broad  range  of  contaminants 
and  quarterly  testing  of  a  subset  of  these  contaminants.  The  Committee 
recommends  that  the  second  phase  begin  in  late  1987  or  early  1988. 

Apart  from  the  consulting  engineer's  work  on  well  installation  and  water 
testing,  the  Committee  is  developing  recommendations  that  it  hopes  will 
enable  Sutton  to  continue  disposal  and  recycling  operations  on  the  site  well 
into  the  21st  century.  These  recommendations  will  involve  some  modifica- 
tions in  our  current  operations.  The  Committee  has  in  mind  such  changes 
as  separation  of  stumps  from  demolition  materials,  separation  of  metals  by 
type,  separation  of  steel  and  aluminum  cans,  removal  of  the  stockpile  of 
rusted  cans,  shipment  of  household  hazardous  waste  to  an  authorized  disposal 
site,  recycling  of  paper,  finding  a  new  area  within  the  site  for  landfilling  the 
remaining  unburnables,  etc.  Several  of  these  changes  depend  upon  our  ability 
to  find  markets  and/or  haulers  for  recyclable  materials,  others  fall  under 
the  category  of  improved  site  utilization,  and  at  least  one  change  is  already 
in  process  under  Ed  Butler's  initiative. 

In  the  future,  the  Committee  would  like  the  community  to  view  the  solid 
waste  facility  not  as  a  disposal  site,  but  as  a  place  for  temporary  storage  of 
waste — a  place  where  most  materials  are  either  incinerated  or  recycled.  We 
simply  do  not  have  the  space  to  bury  unmanaged  waste,  nor  can  we  afford 
to  pollute  the  air  and  water  that  our  health  depends  on.  Maintaining  an  en- 
vironmentally sound  facility  will  demand  regular  water  testing,  some  rear- 
rangement of  the  storage  sites  at  the  facility,  further  separation  of  certain 
materials,  scheduling  of  household  hazardous  waste  collection  days  in 
cooperation  with  other  towns,  prompt  repair  and  replacement  of  incinerator 
parts,  and  probably  the  installation  of  stack  emission  controls,  plus  the  ex- 
ercise of  judicious  conservation  practices  by  every  Sutton  resident.  Citizens 
have,  in  the  past,  built  a  sound  solid  waste  facility.  The  Committee  firmly 
believes  that  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  Town  to  continue  to  improve  the  facility.

REPORT  OF  THE  OLD  STORE  MUSEUM 

1986 

1986  saw  some  changes  at  the  Old  Store  Museum.  The  greatest  one  was 
the  discontinuance  of  the  Sunday  lectures  at  the  Meeting  House.  This  had 
little  effect  on  attendance  at  the  museum,  which  remained  strong.  A  few  peo- 
ple missed  the  lectures.  Perhaps,  if  enough  people  show  an  interest,  we  could 
resume  them  on  a  part-time  basis. 

This  was  also  the  first  year,  in  more  than  five  years,  that  we  have  not 
had  a  paid  curator.  The  Trustees  took  turns  at  staffing  the  museum  every 
Sunday  during  July  and  August  and  this  seemed  to  work  smoothly.  However, 
little  of  the  "behind  the  scenes"  work  was  done,  such  as  cataloguing  the 
collection.  More  work  needs  to  be  done  on  preservation  and  storage.  These  are 
ongoing  projects  and  are  areas  that  we  hope  to  concentrate  on  in  the  coming 
year. 

We  are  still  considering  a  small  addition  to  the  museum  and  plan  to  get 
estimates  in  the  spring.  We  have  items  too  large  for  our  present  display  area 
that  we  are  anxious  to  have  on  view. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  a  busy  and  productive  year.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT  -  1986 

The  Commission  discussed  its  proposed  Wetlands  Conservation  District 
Ordinance  with  the  Planning  Board  and  both  groups  agreed  that  the  matter 
should  be  taken  up  in  the  Master  Plan  revision  process.  Steve  Lord  agreed 
to  chair  the  Conservation  and  Preservation  (Master  Plan)  Sub-committee, 
which  would  consider  the  ordinance. 

By  year  end,  the  Sub-committee  had  drafted  a  report  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  the  Town  should  adopt  a  wetlands  ordinance  that  would  ade- 
quately define  wetlands,  establish  districts  and  limit  activity  in  and  around 
the  districts. 

The  Commission's  only  operating  expense  was  its  membership  fee  in 
the  N.H.  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions.  No  new  funds  have  been 
requested  for  the  coming  year.

sions of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  and  to  accept  and 
appropriate  the  Highway  Block  Grant  in  Aid  from  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire in  the  amount  of  $62,404.14  to  be  used  for  the  maintenance,  con- 
struction and  reconstruction  of  Class  IV  and  V  highways  in  accordance 
with  Chapter  235  RSA  as  amended;  the  aforesaid  sums  totalling  $73,655.14 
as  a  set-off  against  the  budgeted  appropriation  of  $165,000.00  for  Town 
Maintenance. 

Gregory  Gill  moved  to  accept  Article  2  as  read.  The  motion  was  seconded 
by  John  Hearne.  Charles  Forsberg  was  recognized  by  the  Moderator.  Mr. 
Forsberg  moved  to  amend  Article  2  as  follows:  "to  reduce  Article  2  by 
$2,000.00  in  the  area  of  Sand  and  Gravel."  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
John  Boulette.  Mr.  Forsberg  stated  that  in  the  winter  the  roads  are  sanded 
everywhere.  He  believes  that  this  is  only  necessary  in  certain  places,  and  that 
money  is  wasted  by  using  too  much  sand.  Road  Agent  George  Hosmer,  Jr. 
was  recognized  and  said  that  maybe  sometimes  it  is  not  needed,  but  that  if 
the  road  crew  does  not  do  this  they  are  called  back  to  work  overtime.  John 
Hearne  stated  that  the  road  crew  is  doing  a  great  job. 
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The  Moderator  took  a  vote  by  voice  on  the  amendment  and  declared 
it  defeated.  The  question  was  then  called  for  by  John  Hearne  and  seconded 
by  John  Boulette.  A  voice  vote  was  taken  on  the  motion  to  call  the  question, 
and  was  declared  adopted  by  the  Moderator. 

By  voice  vote,  the  Moderator  declared  Article  2  adopted. 
The  Moderator  read  Article  3: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,500.00 
for  the  expenses  of  the  Solid  Waste  Facility  Study  Committee  for 
hydrogeologic  investigations,  monitoring  wells,  topographic  survey,  water 
sampling  and  analysis,  and  related  studies.

George  Wells  moved  to  accept  Article  3  as  read.  The  motion  was  second- 
ed by  William  Curless.  A  member  of  the  Committee,  George  Wells,  spoke 
in  favor  of  the  Article.  He  explained  that  the  appropriation  is  not  for  study- 
ing the  operation  of  the  dump,  but  study  the  effects  of  the  dump  on  the  sur- 
rounding area.  He  referred  the  meeting  to  the  Town  Report  page  34.  Mr. 
Wells  said  that  the  State  will  require  a  study  before  long  and  that  it  is  better 
to  do  it  on  our  terms.  Edward  Butler  wanted  to  know  if  there  is  a  problem. 
Mr.  Wells  explained  that  is  the  reason  for  the  investigation.  Mr.  Butler  said 
that  $500.00  was  appropriated  last  year  for  this  purpose  and  that  nothing 
was  done.  He  told  of  a  test  which  tests  surface  water  and  the  cost  is  only 
$305.00  which  could  be  done  once  a  year.  Greg  Gill  explained  that  the  sur- 
face testing  would  not  be  enough.  There  are  deep  wells  underground  that 
need  testing  and  monitoring.  Charles  Forsberg  suggested  testing  local  wells 
might  be  enough.  Mr.  Wells  said  that  the  surface  testing  is  not  enough.  If 
the  pollution  is  going  underground  and  causing  a  danger  then  something  must 
be  done. 

Being  no  further  discussion,  vote  was  taken  by  voice.  The  Moderator 
declared  Article  3  adopted. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  4: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $12,000.00 
for  the  purpose  of  hiring  a  general  office  manager  to  assist  the  Selectmen 
with  administrative  details.

Greg  Gill  moved  to  accept  Article  4  as  read.  The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Ray  Hunter.  Charles  Forsberg  questioned  if  there  will  be  an  overlap  in 
the  Officers'  Expenses  for  secretarial  help.  Greg  Gill  explained  that  educa- 
tion and  training  would  be  necessary  for  the  new  person,  therefore,  an  overlap 
of  secretarial  help  would  be  necessary  for  continuity.  Mrs.  Frederick  Rathbun 
asked  what  the  Selectmen  will  be  doing.  Mr.  Gill  explained  that  there  are 
many  regulations  which  take  up  the  Selectmen's  time.  He  has  been  trying 
to  convince  them  that  they  need  extra  help,  they  are  overworked  and  under- 
paid. Mrs.  Rathbun  said  that  there  are  many  officers  who  are  underpaid. 
There  was  no  further  discussion.  By  voice  vote,  the  Moderator  declared 
Article  4  adopted. 
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The  Moderator  read  Article  5: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50,000.00 
for  alterations  in  the  Town  Hall  for  office  space  and  providing  access  for 
the  handicapped,  as  per  plan  and  architect's  proposal,  and  to  authorize 
the  withdrawal  of  $8,000.00  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Town 
Buildings  to  be  used  as  an  offset  against  this  appropriation;  and  to 
authorize  the  issuance  of  Long-Term  Notes  in  the  amount  of  $30,000.00 
payable  in  equal  amounts  of  $10,000.00  per  year  in  1987,  1988,  1989. 
Total  Appropriation,  Article  5  $       50,000.00 

(Requires  vote  by  ballot  and  2A  vote) 
William  Curless  moved  to  accept  Article  5  as  read.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Greg  Gill.  Brenda  Wells  asked  why  the  project  would  cost  so 
much  money.  Selectman  Darrel  Palmer  explained  that  there  is  much  cement 
work  to  be  done.  William  Curless  asked  about  the  wheelchair  access  to  the 
downstairs  and  expressed  concern  about  snow  removal  of  this  area.  He 
wondered  if  a  roof  over  this  area  had  been  considered.  Selectman  Robert 
S.  Bristol  said  that  th  re  is  one  in  the  plan.  Mr.  Curless  said  that  it  is  too 
small  and  should  be  extended  until  the  ramp  reached  level  grade.  Selectman 
Bristol  said  that  would  be  considered  before  bids  were  taken.  Marjorie  Forbes 
asked  if  it  would  be  possible  to  put  a  ramp  out  front.  Charles  Forsberg  ask- 
ed if  any  other  alternatives  had  been  considered  and  if  the  Town  Clerk  and 
Tax  Collector  would  have  office  space  there.  Selectman  Bristol  explained 
that  this  is  the  reason  for  the  renovations  and  to  get  all  offices  in  one  place 
for  a  more  business-like  arrangement.  He  also  explained  that  there  will  be 
another  exit  added  downstairs  which  is  necessary  for  the  office  space.  Russell 
King  asked  if  there  are  any  alternatives  because  there  is  not  much  room  down 
there.  Selectman  Palmer  explained  that  the  major  renovation  would  be  to 
remove  the  kitchen,  but  that  there  still  would  be  a  mini-kitchen  for  the 
preschool.  Mr.  King  said  that  $50,000.00  is  a  lot  of  money  and  that  perhaps 
the  meeting  room  would  provide  more  space.  Selectman  Palmer  explained 
that  they  don't  want  to  change  this  area  and  re-emphasized  that  there  was 
much  concrete  work  which  costs  so  much  money.  Mr.  Forsberg  asked  if  con- 
sideration had  been  given  to  adding  space  out  back  of  the  Town  Hall.  Select- 
man Bristol  said  that  the  septic  system  is  out  there.  He  added  that  they  had 
reviewed  the  plans  and  that  they  are  gaining  desk  space  and  adding  safety. 
He  feels  that  they  have  a  good  estimate  from  the  architect.  Carl  Pillsbury 
called  for  the  question.  It  was  seconded  and  carried  to  call  for  the  question. 
The  vote  on  Article  5  was  by  paper  ballot;  110  ballots  cast:  90  Yes,  20 
No.  Motion  carried  by  more  than  2A  required,  Moderator  declared  Article 
5  adopted. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  6: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $35,000.00 
(net  cost  after  trade-in)  for  a  new  shovel-loader  for  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment. The  loader  (Caterpillar  920)  presently  owned  by  the  Town  to  be 
used  as  a  trade-in  on  the  purchase  of  the  new  machine. 
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Total  Appropriation,  Article  6  $       35,000.00 

Greg  Gill  moved  to  accept  Article  6  as  read.  William  Curless  seconded 
the  motion.  There  was  no  discussion.  By  voice  vote,  the  Moderator  declared 
Article  6  adopted. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  7: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,700.00 
for  the  purchase  of  a  highway  sander. 

Total  Appropriation,  Article  7  $         3,700.00 

Greg  Gill  moved  to  accept  Article  7  as  read.  The  motion  was  seconded 
by  William  Curless.  There  was  no  discussion.  By  voice  vote,  the  Moderator 
declared  Article  7  adopted. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  8: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500.00 
to  help  in  the  continuing  operation  of  the  Sutton  Cooperative  Day  Care 
Center,  a  non-profit  Day  Care  Center,  incorporated  in  accordance  with 
RSA  292  and  licensed  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  accordance  with 
RSA170:E-3. 
Total  Appropriation,  Article  8  $         2,500.00 

Charles  Forsberg  expressed  a  concern  that  there  was  also  another  ap- 
propriation on  the  warrant  for  a  day  care  center.  He  said  that  if  we  give  money 
to  this  one,  then  we  will  have  to  start  giving  to  any  others  that  come  along. 
He  made  the  following  amendment:  To  reduce  the  appropriation  to  $2,000.00. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Henry  Ham.  Greg  Gill  said  that  there  was  some 
confusion,  the  Sutton  Day  Care  Center  is  not  a  private  sector.  The 
kindergarten  children  go  free.  The  parents  of  the  children  attending  the  day 
care  center  do  fund  raising  projects.  Article  16  is  a  Day  Care  Center,  this 
is  a  preschool.  Julie  Griffiths  added  that  the  Day  Care  Center  in  Article  16 
caters  to  working  parents.  Carl  Pillsbury  asked  if  the  amendment  was  defeated 
would  the  original  Article  be  voted  on.  Selectman  Palmer  explained  that  Sut- 
ton has  a  licensed  day  care,  it  is  referred  to  as  a  day  care  because  DRA  will 
not  allow  the  Town  to  raise  money  for  a  kindergarten.  Lillian  King  explain- 
ed that  there  was  much  provided  in  Sutton.  There  is  a  teacher  and  an  aide 
present,  and  tuition  is  paid  by  the  students.  William  Hallahan  asked  how 
much  the  parents  raised.  Barbara  Burns  told  him  that  the  preschoolers  pay 
$30.00  per  year  tuition,  the  kindergarten  pays  $10.00  per  year  and  the  parents 
raise  at  least  $2,000.00  per  year.  Greg  Gill  noted  that  the  appropriation  is 
not  half  of  the  expected  expenditures  and  that  the  School  District  estimates 
that  it  would  be  much  more  costly  to  make  it  a  school.  Mrs.  Hyde  Ballard 
said  that  the  children  should  not  be  cut.  Carl  Pillsbury  called  for  the  ques- 
tion. It  was  seconded  and  voted  in  the  affirmative  to  vote  on  the  amend- 
ment. By  voice  vote,  the  Moderator  declared  the  amendment  defeated. 

Carl  Pillsbury  was  recognized  by  the  Moderator  and  made  the  follow- 
ing amendment:  To  increase  the  Total  Appropriation  in  Article  8  to  $3,500.00. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Julie  Griffiths. 
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William  Uhl  asked  about  the  liability  coverage  of  the  Sutton  Day  Care 
Center.  Selectman  Palmer  explained  that  they  have  their  own  policy. 

By  voice  vote,  the  Moderator  declared  Amendment  #2  defeated.  Bar- 
bara Burns  requested  that  the  vote  be  taken  by  a  show  of  hands.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Julie  Griffiths.  A  vote  was  taken  by  show  of  hands.  The 
count  was  42  in  favor,  50  against.  Carl  Pillsbury  then  moved  for  a  ballot 
vote.  There  were  ten  seconds  to  the  motion  and  a  ballot  vote  was  taken.  The 
count  on  that  was  as  follows:  38  in  favor,  63  against.

Charles  Forsberg  asked  how  this  will  affect 
the  budget  in  the  future.  Selectman  Bristol  said  that  it  is  hard  to  tell.  He 
explained  that  there  were  big  changes  in  the  system,  especially  in  the  old 
age  assistance  and  child  placement.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  action  taken  on  Article  19, 
passed  at  the  March  9,  1983  Town  Meeting,  which  authorized  the  Town 
to  accept  Foxchase  Road  as  a  public  town  road  if  the  road,  in  the  view 
of  the  Planning  Board  and  Road  Agent,  were  improved  to  meet  State  and 
Town  regulations.  (These  improvements  have  not  been  made.) 

Carl  Pillsbury  moved  to  accept  Article  14  as  read.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Charles  Forsberg.  There  was  no  discussion.  By  voice  vote, 
the  Moderator  declared  Article  14  adopted. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  15: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  Lane  Road,  also  known  as 
Doctor  Land,  pursuant  to  RSA  23:43,  et  seq. 
(By  Petition,  Raymond  D.  Hunter,  Jr.  and  nine  others.) 
William  Curless  moved  to  accept  Article  15  as  read.  Barbara  Gorton 
seconded  the  motion.  Mrs.  William  Hallahan  asked  where  the  road  is  located. 
Selectman  Palmer  explained  where  it  is.  William  Curless  moved  to  allow  Mr. 
Udanovich  to  speak  in  his  own  behalf.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  George 
Wells.  Mr.  Udanovich  was  allowed  to  speak  and  explained  that  he  had  pur- 
chased the  property  last  summer.  The  road  is  not  passable  and  has  been  taxed 
as  part  of  his  property  for  quite  some  time.  There  was  no  further  discussion. 
By  voice  vote,  the  Moderator  declared  Article  15  adopted. 
The  Moderator  read  Article  16: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $250.00  to  assist 
in  covering  the  yearly  facility  usage  fee  that  the  Kearsarge  Chilren's  Center, 
Inc.  is  requested  to  pay  to  the  landlord  for  providing  them  with  safe,  licen- 
sable  space  in  the  C.A.P.  Building  on  Main  Street  in  Warner,  N.H. 
(By  Petition,  Bette  Frederickson  and  nine  others.) 
Julie  Griffiths  moved  to  accept  Article  16  as  read.  The  motion  was 
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seconded  by  Bette  Frederickson.  Charlotte  Coyes  said  that  she  has  given  this 
lots  of  consideration.  She  believes  that  kindergarten  is  our  responsibility, 
but  child  care  is  not.  Some  people  think  that  a  day  care  center  can  raise 
children  better  than  at  home,  but  she  does  not  think  so.  In  her  opinion,  this 
is  a  convenience.  Jesse  Quinley  said  that  there  are  many  mothers  that  would 
rather  stay  home,  but  cannot.  These  people  would  love  a  day  care  center 
to  send  their  children  to.  Sheila  Fleury  asked  if  this  is  for  low-income  families. 
Julie  Griffiths  said  that  there  is  some  tuition  help  available,  but  it  is  not  part 
of  the  Community  Action  Program.  She  explained  that  20%  of  the  children 
attending  the  facility  are  from  Sutton.  The  money  is  for  the  rent  of  the 
building.  The  Day  Care  Center  is  asking  for  community  support.  A  voice 
vote  on  Article  16  was  taken  by  the  Moderator,  but  was  too  close  to  call. 
A  hand  vote  was  taken  and  results  were  as  follows:  55  in  favor,  31  against. 
The  Moderator  declared  Article  16  adopted. 
The  Moderator  read  Article  17: 
To  see  if  the  Town  of  Sutton  shall  call  upon  the  Governor  and  Executive 
Council,  its  State  Representative(s),  State  Senator  and  the  Conservation 
Commission  of  the  Town  of  Sutton,  to  actively  support  legislation  urg- 
ing the  Federal  Government  to  remove  from  consideration  the  dumping 
of  nuclear  waste  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  County  of  Merrimack, 
or  the  Town  of  Sutton,  and  to  direct  the  Sutton  Selectmen  to  promptly 
notify  the  above  listed  officials  of  the  Town's  desires. 
(By  Petition,  Laurance  Wolfe  and  57  others.) 
Laurance  Wolfe  moved  to  accept  Article  17  as  read.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Donald  Davis.  Charles  Forsberg  moved  to  table  Article  17.  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Douglas  Sweet.  Beverly  Jones  asked  what  it  meant 
to  table  an  article.  The  Moderator  explained  and  a  vote  by  voice  was  taken 
on  the  table.  The  Moderator  declared  the  table  defeated.  Sheila  Fleury  made 
the  following  amendment:  To  call  on  the  government  to  place  a  moratorium 
on  other  countries  exporting  nuclear  technology  to  the  United  States.  The 
amendment  was  seconded  by  Jesse  Quinley.  Marjorie  Knight  said  that  she 
thought  that  the  Article  should  be  kept  simple.  The  question  was  called  for 
by  Susan  Uhl.  It  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote.  The  Moderator 
took  a  voice  vote  on  Article  17  and  declared  it  adopted. 

Carroll  Thompson  moved  for  a  round  of  applause  for  the  Selectmen 
for  a  nice  Town  Report.  It  was  done. 

Motion  was  made,  seconded  and  passed  to  adjourn  at  9:49  p.m.
